Armed Forces 
Chiefs Endorse 


Plan For Draft 


Congress Is Divided; 
Foreign Aid Speeded 


WASHINGTON, M arch 18 (JF) — 
Am erica’s m ilitary chiefs revealed 
today their plans for building a 
m ighty striking force to back up 
president T rum an’s new stop-Com- 
m unism stand. 
They endorsed his call for a 
draft. They came out for raising 
th e arm ed forces’ m anpower ceiling. 
They said a strong, mobile fighting 
force is being developed. 
They put the whole thing up to 
Congress, which has the final say. 
And there was no sure indication 
w hether Congress would say yes or 
not. M any on Capitol Hill were say­ 
ing: W ait a while; give us the facts 
and let us think them over. 
B ut from th e T rum an adm inistra­ 
tion. the pressure was on. 
Diplomatic officials openly weigh­ 
ed th e possibility th a t Russia may 
try to extend its control over new 
areas of W estern Europe while the 
d raft and other m ilitary measures 
are still in th e talk stage in this 
country. 
Official dispatches reported three

So far as our m ilitary strength 
goes. Secretary’ of Defense Porrestal 
said flatly today th a t if Russian 
forces should move into G erm any 
or other parts of Elurope, U nited 
S tates forces there could not stop 
them . 
Forrestal not only backed the 
President’s call for revival of the 
d ra ft to bring our fores to their full 
strength. He also came out for rais­ 
ing the authorized strength above— 
he didn’t say how far above—the 
present ceiling of 1,732,000. 
T he defense chief told the Senate 
Armed Services Committee he be­ 
lieved an increase from 670,000 to 
900.000 would be recommended for 
th e army, along w ith undisclosed 
manpower boosts for the Navy and 
Air Force.

WASHINGTON. M arch 18. 
Coal m ine closings today brought 
about a government order cutting 
passenger train service about 11 
per cent.

These 
have been running smaller* th an 
usual. 
2. Steel companies began clewing 
their blast furnaces, which are run 
on coal.

Of the two governm ent orders, 
the train curb is by far th e more 
im portant. 
The Office of Defense T ranspor­ 
tation ordered a 25 per cent re­ 
duction of coal-burning passenger 
train service. Since about 45 per 
cent of passenger train s are coal- 
burners, this figures out a t about 
11 per cent of those in total service. 
Order Effective Midnight Sunday 


U nder the order, railroads may 
not switch oil burning engines to 
coal burner runs. However, most 
“nam e train s” use electricity or 
Diesel oil and are not affected. 
The order is effective Sunday a t 
m idnight.

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House Should Speed 
Marshall Plan-Passage 
The speed with which the Senate overrode amend­ 
ments and approved the European Recovery Program 
Is a sjnnptom of these urgent times. Congress, like 
the Nation—like every democratic nation—has been 
alarmed by the swift advance of Soviet power toward 
the West (Czechoslovakia), toward the North (Fin­ 
land) and toward the South (Italy). 
No Senator who voted for ERP cared to cite the 
earlier arguments for the Marshall Plan—that it 
would be an economic boon to the United States, that 
It would stimulate world trade, etc. Some Senators, 
81 to be exact, thought the $5,300,000,000 was more 
money than the plan required. But their leader, 
Senator Taft, held the program was justified by “ the 
world battle against Communism.” As Taft put it, 
"We may lose every cent we put up, but it seems to 
me It may aid the battle against Communism. The 
stakes are so large that I believe we should take 
that chance.” 
ERP still has a high hurdle to clear in the House. 
The bill not only must be passed but passed quickly. 
Some delay on the start of debate was contemplated 
because of the House insistence that“ economic aid 
to China be coupled with ERP, and military aid to 
China with further material aid to Greece and 
Turkey. 
The delay could have been averted had the 
Administration recognized the urgent need of China 
In its long battle with the Communists. The strange 
blindness of Secretary Marshall to the emergency in 
China has caused many congressmen to believe that 
their only hope of getting desperately needed help 
to Chiang Kai-shek is to pass an omnibus bill. 
Aid to China Is essential and must be voted by 
Congress. But there is special reason why ERP must 
not be unduly delayed. The reason is Ctaly, which 
faces a crucial election on April 18th. All the energies 
of the Comiform, that Kremlin device to defeat the 
Marshall Plan, are now ooncentrated on Italy. A 
Communist victory at the polls would overturn the 
moderate De Gasperi government and set up another 
puppet regime in Rome. The results of such a disas­ 
ter in France, Germany, Greece, the Scandinavian 
countries and the Middle East are incalculable. 
Nothing could do more to encourage such a Red 
victory than the failure of Congress to approve the 
ERP before the Italian election. 
The Republican leadership in the House should 
move up the date for consideration of ERP. The 
Administration blunder on China must not be allowed 
to provoke a greater blunder in Western Europe. 


Double-Talk At Truman 
Conference Disheartening 
The reporters who emerged from President 
Truman’s last press conference deserved a rest cure, 
or at least a dose of nerve medicine. Never had any 
group of White House newsmen been exposed to such 
a display of confusing double-talk on American 
foreign policy. 
To begin with, the President stated emphatically 
that American policy does not call for the inclusion 
of Communists in the government of China. That 
sounded like a flat contradiction of Secretary Mar­ 
shall’s press conference statement 24 hours before, in 
which a number of reporters clearly understood him 
to say that the government of Nanking should be 
broadened to include Chinese Communists. Liberals, 
not Communists, should be included, said Mr. Truman, 
who added that it was news to him if the U. S. policy 
ever called for the inclusion of Communists in the 
Nationalist government. Evidently, Mr. Truman was 
noy reading the newspaper for 13 months after 
December, 19 45, during George Marshall’s mission to 
China for the express purpose of encouraging a 
coalition of Communists and Kuemintang party lead­ 
ers in Chiang Kai-shek’s government. 
But there was worst to come at that extraordinary 
press conference. The President was asked whether 
the year-old Truman Doctrine should now be ex­ 
tended. This is a grave question, in the light of the 
50-year defense alliance of Britain, France and the 
Benelux countries, Just completed in Brussels. Mr. 
Truman replied that the doctrine did not need ex­ 
tending because it is now part of the U. S. foreign 
policy. 
J ust what does this mean? Does It mean that 
we Intend to back the new Western European Union 
with the same kind of military aid we now give to 
Greece and Turkey under the Truman Doctrine? 
That would be prodigious news to the entire world. 
Or does it mean that we stand pat on the doctrine, 
which will not be extended? If so, why did not Mr. 
Truman say so? 
Secretary Marshall Is much concerned that 
American “ passions” may be rising too high, in view 
of the “ very, very serious” world situation. But blank 
confusion about their country’s foreign policy can be 
quite as harmful to the American people as blind 
emotionalism.

Swollen Legs 
Hie physician who is asked to 
treat a person with swollen legs is 
confronted with a real problem be­ 
cause the causes 
of this condition 
are so numerous. 
The veins are al- 
w ay s considered 
first especially If 
ed em a followed 
operation, obstet- 
rical d e liv e r y , 
pneu m o n I a, or 
other acute in- 
fection. 
Dropsy may in­ 
dicate an abnor- 
m a lity of th e 
heart or kidneys, 
which means a 
thorough investigation of these or­ 
gans. Allergy may also be respon­ 
sible and when swelling is of this 
origin, fluid gathers rapidly and is 
frequently associated with itching 
and redness of the parts. The type 
of obesity in which most of the ex­ 
cess flesh goes to the legs must not 
be confused with edema but here 
the accumulation is gradual. An­ 
other possibility is too little protein 
in the blood, due to a deficient diet. 


One of the most unusual forms 
of edema is that due to infection 
or blockage of the lymph passage­ 
ways. These channels course be­ 
tween the cells in the tissues and 
carry a milklike fluid that drains 
ultimately into a large vein in the 
neck. One variety occurs most fre­ 
quently in girls between the ages 
of 9 and 25. Puffiness appears at 
first in one or both ankles, and, as 
time goes by, it becomes more pro­ 
nounced; in some instances Involv­ 
ing the entire leg and thigh. Swell­ 
ing is more noticeable after long 
periods of activity particularly in 
warm weather. It Increases marked­ 
ly during the week or ten days pre­ 
ceding menstruation. In the early 
stages, the manifestation may dis­ 
appear completely aftar rest or 
elevating the legs but, as the con­ 
dition progresses, this is less evi­ 
dent. 
No one knows what causes the 
disturbance except that the lymph 
passageways are overstretched and 
the wralls become so thickened that 
drainage is deficient. In the begin­ 
ning, the skin of the affected ex­ 
tremity is soft and pits wherever 
pressure is applied. Subsequently, 
the surface becomes harder and of 
a firm consistency. Since w'omen are 
more frequent victims, and the dis­ 
order starts during adolescence, the 
glandular system is probably at 
fault. 
Lymphedemas due to infection 
develop in a .« ^lightly different man­ 
ner. Micro-organisms invade only 
a small part of the extremity and, 
when this occurs, chills, fever, and 
tenderness over the inflamed areas 
are experienced. Discomfort sub­ 
sides within one or two weeks but 
the region remains puffy. Later, 
another attack comes on, then a 
third, etc., until a large section of 
the leg is involved, leaving in its 
wake a perceptible edema. 


The lymph ducts can be obstructed 
also by tumors, enlarged glands, or 
scar tissue. The latter may explain 
the swollen arms that are noted 
occasionally after breast operations 
In which surgery extended into the 
armpits. Ankle puffiness may co­ 
exist with athlete’s foot but it is 
not known w’hether the lymph ducts 
are invaded by the ringworm organ­ 
isms or other germs that gain en­ 
trance through the lesions between 
the toes. 


Named Their Poison 
Quite a num-ber of persons have taken a dim view 
o f scientists since they created the atomic bomb. 
Actually they were doing their patriotic duty, at 
considerable personal sacrifice for some of them. But 
the man who creates horrors should not be surprised 
If some of his fellows look at him askance. 
In fact, many persons will be inclined to look 
askance at the fellow who has just synthesized poison 
Ivy—or rather the poisonous oil that does the damage. 
That wasn’t a patriotic duty! And it will be difficult 
for the average person to think of anything he or 
she wants less than a tw^o-ounce vial (equivalent to 
80 paunds of poison-ivy bark, and heaven knows how 
much more of the entire plant) of the synthetic 
poison. 
Seriously, though, there’s no telling what good 
may come of this discovery in the long run. The 
atom-bomb project may have prepared the way (in 
the unlikely event that the world develops sense 
enough to avoid war> for an elysian era of prosperity, 
progress and human brotherhood. And use.s may be 
found for the ivy poison that may improve the lot 
o f man upon this earth. It may, for instance, throw 
new light on the peculiar paradox of allergy. 
Meanwhile, the scientists can have it.

What is left of the American 
Merchant Marine belongs to Ameri­ 
ca. should be kept by America, and 
should be operated by Amerftans 
carrying American commerce. 
Twice in one generation we have 
been caught short on shipping and 
have had to build a fleet under the 
costly pressures of war. It is known 
that Hitter beUeved he could win 
the war before America’s might 
would be felt in Europe. Many be­ 
lieved that if we had had an ade­ 
quate cargo fleet in 1939, Hitler 
might not have challenged England 
and Prance and there would have 
been no war. 
If we have to fight again—which 
God forbid—we will need a mcxlem, 
adequate Merchant Marine In order 
to do our fighting far from our 
shores. 
We have already sold or trans­ 
ferred nearly 1,000 ships of our war­ 
time fleet to foreign governments 
and foreign nationals. Having done 
so, it is astonishing that the State 
Department draft of the Marshall 
Plan proposed to sell or transfer 
from 200 to 500 more of our ships 
to foreigners as an act of interna­ 
tional benevolence. I say "benevo­ 
lence” for this reason. Much of 
the Marshall Plan is defended on 
the ground that It will benefit us 
economically by preventing a Euro­ 
pean collapse, and militarily by 
strengthening our defenses. But the 
transfer of more ships would weak­ 
en us both economically and mili­ 
tarily. It would weaken national 
defense below the point considered 
safe by the President’s Advisory 
Committee on the Merchant Ma­ 
rine. There is no warrant in the 
Constitution for the United States 
to act as a nintemational charitable 
organization. 
Senate Strikes It Oat 
The Senate has struck out this 
provision, and It is hoped the House 


Party leaders who are hoping Truman bows out 
o f the presidential race should remember this is no 
time to be going back into the haberdashery business.

Worry No. 1—News of Riffisian 
germ-warfare plans. 
Soviet “iKiientists are reported to 
have developed two types of virus, 
one to wipe out cattle, the other to 
spread pestilence among humars. 
Actually, Russian progress on bac­ 
teriological w'arfare is no now's to 
U. S. war chiefs. 
Furthermore, by 
the end of the wa r, the U. S. Navy 
had developed a germ copable of 
wiping out 
the 
entire J apanese 
wheat crop. 


It was also long known that 
the Russians were working on 
innoculation 
for 
thrir 
own 
troops so they could advance 
into enemy territory immune 
to disease germs after the en­ 
emy had been knocked out by 
bacteriological warfare. 


This was knowm to be Russia’s 
cheap answer to the atomic bomb, 
fcince germ w'arfare can be prepared 
in small, inexpensive laboratories. 


While these facts have long 
been known to the Army-Navy, 
U. S. officials are now worried 
that Russia may be ready to be­ 
gin surprise bacteriological war­ 
fare spread from suitcases by 
fifth columnists. 


New Russo-German Stale 
Worry No. 2—Russia is reported 
to have completed plans for retting 
up a brand new Soviet-German gov­ 
ernment on or before May 1. 
The 
new capital would be at Koenig.s- 
burg, and the Government would 
be under Field Marsfial von Paulus, 
German commander taken prisoner 
ot Stalingrad and since then engag­ 
ed in training a special German 
Army for Russia. 
Von Paulus is reported to have re­ 
turned to Moscow March 4 following 
a seven-week tour of Russian-oc­ 
cupied Germany. Tlie tour was for 
the purpose of w'orking out details 
of the new Soviet-German govern­ 
ment. 
Van Paulus’ German unit of the 
Red Army was reported two months 
ago to total 1,0(X).000, is now be­ 
lieved to total 1,600,0(X). 
The Russians take extreme pre­ 
cautions to prevent this German 
Army from double-cr(» sing them. 
The families of von Paulus and 35 
of his staff officers are kept in 
Moscow as hostages. 
Von Paulus’ 
army is also denied artillery. Am­ 
munition is carefully rationed, with 
no large ammunition depots inside 
Germany.

more territory Russia takes, the 
farther away our bases must 
be.

End Of Russia’s Rope 
Strategy' behind the President's 
message to Congress was not entire­ 
ly w'orry. 
It was partly for the 
p.sychological effect on (1) Russia, 
(2) on the countries Russia seeks to 
dominate. 
Diplomats have long believed that 
if Sir Edward Grey, British For­ 
eign Minister in 1914, had warned 
the Kaiser that the invasion of 
Belgium meant war with Britain, 
the Kaii^r w'oulfi not have struck. 
Diplomats have also believed that 
If Hitler had definitely known the 
invasion of Poland meant war with 
both Britain and the USA he might 
not have struck. 
Therafore, U. S. war chiefs have 
been advising that Russia should 
be told that she'has now'gone as far 
as she can without a direct clash 
with the United States.

Not Believed Russia Will Be 


Impressed By Truman's Move

WASHINGTON, 
March 
18 — 
President Truman presented Con­ 
gress w’ith a logical case for im­ 
mediate war with Russia or at least 
a showdown at once, but he failed 
to back it up W’ith recommendations 
that could impress Russia. 
The theory that Russia would be 
Impressed by the adoption of a 
slow-moving program of Universal 
Military Training or the drafting of 
untrained youth under the Selective 
Service System is not convincing. 
Russia can overrun Europe in 
six weeks—long before any draft 
or universal military training pro­ 
gram can be of avail. 
What the President, for some 
reason unknown to Capitol Hill, 
did was to say Russia has to be 
stopped but wtihout indicating that 
America is really going to partici­ 
pate at once in such a process. 
With the whole w'orld aw'are that 
air power is a weapon of great 
potentiality for immediate action, 
the President did not ask for the 
call to service of any of the train­ 
ed pilots or reserves who would be 
neded to back up America’s pro­ 
nouncements in the event that Rus­ 
sia continues her aggression. . 
Unfortunately, the President and 
Secretary Marshall give the im­ 
pression that they w’ould like to use 
the present emergency to secure th 
adoption of a long-range universal 
military program which Congress 
has hitherto balked at passing. 
If the crisis is as serious as the 
President’s 
recital 
of 
the 
facts 
would indicate, then Mr. Truman is 
dilly-dallying with America’s na­ 
tional safety and the freedom of 
Norway and the five nations which 
are binding themselves together in 
a mutual-assistance pact. 
The thesis that Russia is im­ 
pressed by action and not by words 
is repeatedly proclaimed in Admin­ 
istration circles. Yet there was no 
action specifically directed toward 
a return of American forces to 
Europe ipentloned in Mr. Truman’s 
message. There was a veiled prom­ 
ise to help the five nationi^ and 
theoretically a warning to Russia, 
but this is not likely to 3>e any 
more effective than the pronounce­ 
ment of the Truman doctrine was 
last year in reference to Greece and 
Turkey. 
If Mr. Truman had asked con­ 
gress to give him authority to use 
American forces in any emergency 
that might arise, Russia might have 
been impressed. Without any re­ 
quest for congressional authority 
involving the use of forces, the 
Truman speech could be reKurded 
by Ruivsia us sheer blulf. 
Tlie 
American people are far 
aiiead ui Mr. Truman m llieir 
thinking. They do not relish living 
in a world w’ilh an aggressor state 
on the loose. They would rather 
have the situation clarified at once 
than to drift along indefinitely with 
alternate periods of crisis and calm 
and 
with vast expenditures for 
preparation for war while Russia 
perfects her military machine, too. 
Russian aggression is now a plain 
fact which the whole world sees. 
Mr. Truman speaks of it as a 


will concur In their action. 
Tlie State Department’s proposal 
would by-pass the Maritinwi Com­ 
mission. It would transfer more of 
our ships to unstable governments. 
It would throw some 20,000 Ameri­ 
can seamen and repairmen out of 
work. 
It would take America back to a 
situation comparable to 1939 when 
only 30 per cent of our commerce 
moved in American ships.

physical force. Apparently the 'Tru­ 
man-Marshall Administration has 
failed in its diplomacy, and the 
American people now are confront­ 
ed unhappily with the effects of a 
confused diplomatic situation from 
which the only outcome is a show­ 
down that could mean war. 
The Administration’s course con­ 
sists of half-way measures. 
War 
can be avoided, but it will require 
firm and clear-cut action now. Con­ 
gress is ready to back up any 
program that means prevention of 
W’ar and is ready to go to war if 
that is the only couree left.

h e RECORD ought to be kept 
very straight in these days of 
alarms and excitements. An 
historical error can never be 
corrected; It sets up a chain of 
events which moves in the direction 
set by the error until it wears it­ 
self out. or is diverted, by other 
events or is stopped by force. 
Amcmg a free people, those who 
participated in the errors must be 
held responsible for them. It may 
be pleasant for those who built 
reputations and made p olit ic a l 
profit by making mistakes to have 
us forget what they did and said 
when the going was smooth. How­ 
ever, now that their mistakes are 
being imcovered, they shout, "Stop 
Thief!” We have to assume that 
those who supported Roosevelt’s 
policy at ’Teheran and Yalta and 
Truman’s policy at Potsdam, and 
such trivia as Dumbarton Oaks and 
Bretton Woods, are responsible for 
our present misfortunes. It will 
avail them nothing, for they face 
the facts of their own incompet­ 
ence. 'There is no longer any cover- 
up. 


T he ref ore, w hen J im m y 
Bymei or George Marshall or 
Averell Harriman gets terribly 
excited about the evils of the 
Russians, I challenge them to 
deny the charge that they were 
accessories before the event, 
that they condoned in advance 
the rape of European civiliza­ 
tion by i» taiin, that Erankiin 
D. R oose v e lt and Winston 
ChuiThill, in advance, consent­ 
ed to the despoliation of our 
allies and the countries we 
, liberated. At Potsdam, President 
Truman joined in these opera- 
tioms. 


Now, were these men and others 
to confess their sins, were they 
to assume moral responsibility for 
what they did, even if they pleaded 
ignorance, it would be possible to 
forgive them wrhile pitying the 
country that fell into their hands.

Benjamin Franklin early sought 
out these essentials « as a guide to­ 
ward moral improvement. He would 
write down what he considered 
these to be and then, at the rlose 
of each day, would have a - If- 
examination to see how he had 
progressed. Henry D. Thorcau had 
the same idea, but he looked into 
Nature lor his guide. Said he: "Such 
is beauty ever, neither here nor 
there, now nor then, neither In 
Rome nor in Athens, but wherever 
there is a soul to admire it.” 
Life is easily complicated. In fact 
it is very simple. A flair for the 
es.sentials would solve so much of 
the unhappiness and confusion that 
exist in so many mind:;. The Lte

easier than failure. And the late 
Elbert Hubbard once wrote: D o toe

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House Should Speed 
Marshall Plan-Passage 


The speed with which the Senate overrode amend­ 
ments and approved the European Recovery Program 
Is a symptom of these urgent times. Congress, like 
the Nation—like every democratic nation—has been 
alarmed by the swift advance of Soviet power toward 
the West (Czechoslovakia), toward the North (Fin­ 
land) and toward the South (Italy). 
No Senator who voted for ERP cared to cite the 
Earlier arguments for the Marshall Plan—that it 
would be an economic boon to the United States, that 
It would stimulate world trade, etc. Some Senators, 
SI to be exact, thought the S5300.000.000 was more 
money than the plan required. But their leader, 
Senator Taft, held the program was Justified by “the 
world battle against Communism" As Taft put it, 
•‘We may lose every cent we put up, but it seems to 
me It may aid the battle against Communism. The 
stakes are so large that I believe we should take 
that chance." 
ERP still has a high hurdle to clear in the House. 
The bill not only must be passed but passed quickly. 
Some delay on the start of debate was contemplated 
because of the House insistence that economic aid 
to China be coupled with ERP, and military aid to 
China with further material aid to Greece and 
Turkey. 
The delay could have been averted had the 
Administration recognized the urgent need of China 
In its long battle with the Communists. The strange 
blindness of Sec relax*}' Marshall to the emergency in 
China has caused many congressmen to believe that 
their only hope of getting desperately needed help 
to Chiang Kai-shek is to pass an omnibus bill. 
Ald to China is essential and must be voted by 
Congress. But there is special reason why ERP must 
not be unduly delayed. The reason is italy, which 
faces a crucial election on April 18th. All the energies 
of the Corniform, that Kremlin device to defeat the 
Marshall Plan, are now concentrated on Italy. A 
Communist victory at the polls would overturn the 
moderate De Gasped government and set up another 
puppet regime in Rome. The results of such a disas­ 
ter in France, Germany, Greece, the Scandinavian 
countries and the Middle East are incalculable. 
Nothing could do more to encourage such a Red 
victory than the failure of Congress to approve the 
ERP before the Italian election. 
The Republican leadership in the House should 
move up the date for consideration of ERP. The 
Administration blunder on China must not be allowed 
to provoke a greater blunder in Western Europe. 


Double-Talk At Truman 
Conference Disheartening 
The 
reporters who emerged from 
President 
Truman’s last press conference deserved a rest cure, 
or at least a dose of nerve medicine. Never had any 
(Troup of White House newsmen been exposed to such 
a display of confusing double-talk on American 
foreign policy. 
To begin with, the President stated emphatically 
that American policy does not call for the inclusion 
of Communists in the government of China. That 
founded like a flat contradiction of Secretary Mar­ 
shall’s press conference statement 24 hours before, in 
which a number of reporters clearly understood him 
to say that the government of Nanking should be 
broadened to include Chinese Communists. Liberals, 
not Communists should be included, said Mr. Truman, 
who added that it was news to him if the U. S. policy 
ever called for the Inclusion of Communists in the 
Nationalist government. Evidently, Mr. Truman was 
not reading the newspaper for 13 months after 
December, 1945. during George Marshall’s mission to 
China for the express purpose of encouraging a 
coalition of Communists and Kuemintang party lead­ 
ers In Chiang Kai-shek’s government. 
But there was worst to come at that extraordinary 
press conference. The President was asked whether 
the year-old Truman Doctrine should now be ex­ 
tended. This is a grave question, in the light of the 
50-year defense alliance of Britain, France and the 
Benelux countries, just completed in Brussels. Mr. 
Truman replied that the doctrine did not need ex­ 
tending because it is now part of the U. S. foreign 
policy. 
Just what does this mean? Does It mean that 
we intend to back the new Western European Union 
with the same kind of military aid we now give to 
Greece and Turkey under the Truman Doctrine? 
That would be prodigious news to the entire world. 
Or does it mean that we stand pat on the doctrine, 
which will not be extended? If so, why did not Mr. 
Truman say so? 
Secretary Marshall is much concerned that 
American “passions’* may be rising too high, in view 
cf the “very, very serious’’ world situation. But blank 
confusion about their country’s foreign policy can be 
quite as harmful to the American people as blind 
emotionalism. 


Named Their Poison 
Quite a number of persons have taken a dim view 
of scientists since they created the atomic bomb. 
Actually they were doing their patriotic duty, at 
considerable personal sacrifice for some of them. But 
the man who creates horrors should not be surprised 
lf some of his fellow's look at him askance. 
In fact, many persons will be inclined to look 
askance at the fellow’ who has Just synthesized poison 
Ivy—or rather the poisonous oil that does the damage. 
That wasn’t a patriotic duty! And it will be difficult 
for the average person to think of anything he or 
she wants less than a tw’o-ounee vial (equivalent to 
80 pounds of poison-ivy bark, and heaven knows how- 
much more of the entire plant) of the synthetic 
poison. 
Seriously, though, there’s no telling what good 
may come of this discovery in the long run. The 
atom-bomb project may have prepared the way (in 
the unlikely event that tile world develops sense 
enough to avoid wart few an elysian era of prosperity, 
progress and human brotherhood. And uses may be 
found for the ivy poison that may improve the lot 
of man upon this earth. It may. for instance, throw 
new light on the peculiar paradox of allergy. 
Meanwhile, the scientists can have it

Swollen Legs 


The pliysician who Is asked to 
treat a person with swollen legs is 
confronted with a real problem be­ 
cause the causes 
of this condition 
are so numerous. 
The veins are al- 
w a v s considered 
first especially lf 
e d e m a followed 
operation, obstet­ 
rical d e l i v e r y , 
pneu rn o n i a, or 
other acute 
in­ 
fection. 
Dropsy may in­ 
dicate an abnor- 
m a l i t y o f t h e 
heart or kidneys, 
which 
means 
a 
thorough investigation of these or­ 
gans. Allergy may also be respon­ 
sible and when swelling is of this 
origin, fluid gathers rapidly and is 
frequently associated with itching 
and redness of the parts. The type 
of obesity in which most of the ex­ 
cess flesh goes to the legs must not 
be confused with edema but here 
the accumulation is gradual. An­ 
other possibility is too little protein 
in the blood, due to a deficient diet. 


One of the most unusual forms 
of edema is that due to infection 
or blockage of the lymph passage­ 
ways. These channels course be­ 
tween the cells in the tissues and 
carry a milklike fluid that drains 
ultimately into a large vein in the 
neck. One variety occurs most fre­ 
quently in girls between the ages 
of 9 and 25. Puffiness appears at 
first in one or both ankles, and. as 
time goes by, it becomes more pro­ 
nounced; in some instances involv­ 
ing the entire leg and thigh. Swell­ 
ing is more noticeable after long 
periods of activity particularly in 
warm weather. It Increases marked­ 
ly during the week or ten days pre­ 
ceding menstruation. In the early 
stages, the manifestation may dis­ 
appear completely after rest or 
elevating the legs but, as the con­ 
dition progresses, this is less evi­ 
dent. 
No one knows what causes the 
disturbance except that the lymph 
passageways are overstretched and 
the walls become so thickened th at 
drainage is deficient. In the begin­ 
ning, the skin of the affected ex­ 
tremity is soft and pits wherever 
pressure is applied. Subsequently, 
the surface becomes harder and of 
a firm consistency. Since women are 
more frequent victims, and the dis­ 
order starts during adolescence, the 
glandular system is probably at 
fault. 
Lymphedemas due to Infection 
develop in a slightly different m an­ 
ner. Micro-organisms invade only 
a small part of the extremity and, 
when this occurs, chills, fever, and 
tenderness over the inflamed areas 
are experienced. Discomfort sub­ 
sides within one or two weeks but 
the region remains puffy. Later, 
another attack comes on. then a 
third, etc., until a large section of 
the leg is involved, leaving in its 
wake a perceptible edema. 


The lymph ducts can be obstructed 
also by tumors, enlarged glands, or 
scar tissue. The latter may explain 
the swollen arms that are noted 
occasionally after breast operations 
in which surgery extended into the 
armpits. Ankle puffiness may co­ 
exist with athlete's foot but it is 
not known w hether the lymph ducts 
are invaded by the ringworm organ­ 
isms or other germs that gain en­ 
trance through the lesions between 
the toes.

Bacteriological Warfare May Be Russia's Answer To Atomic Bomb; Truman's 
Message Is Psychological Move To Halt Russia

WASHINGTON, March 18—Here

W orry No. I—News of 
Russian 
germ-warfars plans. 
Soviet Scientists are reported to 
have developed two types of virus, 
one to wipe out cattle, the other to 
spread pestilence among humans.

U. S. war chiefs. 
Furthermore, by

Not Believed Russia Will Be 


Impressed By Truman's Move 


By DAVID LAWRENCE 


WASHINGTON. 
March 
18 — 
President Truman presented Con­ 
gress with a logical case for im­ 
mediate war with Russia or at least 
a showdown at once, but he failed 
to back it up with recommendations 
that could impress Russia. 
The theory that Russia would be 
Impressed by the adoption of a 
slow-moving program of Universal 
Military Training or the drafting of 
untrained youth under the Selective 
Service System is not convincing. 
Russia can overrun Europe in 
six weeks—long before any draft 
or universal mill tan- training pro­ 
gram can be of avail. 
W hat the President, for some 
reason unknown to Capitol Hill, 
did wits to say Russia has to be 
stopped but wtihout indicating that 
America is really going to partici­ 
pate at once in such a process. 
With the whole world aware that 
air power is a weapon of great 
potentiality for immediate action, 
the President did not ask for the 
call to service of any of the train­ 
ed pilots or reserves who would be 
neded to back up Americas pro­ 
nouncements rn the event that Bus­ 
s u continues her aggression. 
. 
Unfortunately, the President and 
Secretary Marshall give the im­ 
pression that they would like to use 
the present emergency to secure th 
adoption of a long-range universal 
military program which Congress 
has hitherto balked at passuig. 
If the crisis is as serious as the 
Presidents 
recital 
of 
the 
facta 
mould indicate, then Mr. Truman is 
dilly-dallying with America’s na­ 
tional safety and tile freedom of 
Norway and the five nation! which 
are binding themselves together in 
a mutual-assistance pact. 
Tile thesis that Russia is im­ 
pressed by action and not by words 
is repeatedly proclaimed in Admin­ 
istration circles. Yet there was no 
action specifically directed toward 
a return of American forces to 
Europe xpentioned In Mr. Trum ans 
message. There was a veiled prom­ 
ise to help the five nation* and 
theoretically a warning to Russia, 
but this is not likely to he any 
more effective than the pronounce­ 
ment of the Truman doctrine was 
last year in reference to Greece and 
Turkey. 
If Mr. Truman had asked con­ 
gress to give him authority to use 
American forces in any emergency 
that might arise, Russia might have 
been impressed. 
Without any re­ 
quest for congressional authority 
involving tile use of forces, the 
Truman speech could Ie regarded 
by Russia aa sheer bl ult. 
The 
American 
people 
are 
far 
ahead of 
Mr. Truman in their 
thinking. They do not relish living 
iii a world with an aggressor state 
on tile loose. TI icy would rather 
have the situation clarified at once 
than to drift along indefinitely with 
alternate periods of crisis and calm 
and 
with 
vast 
expenditures 
for 
preparation for war while Russia 
perfects her military machine, too. 
Russian aggression is now a plain 
fact which the whole world sees. 
Mr. Truman speaks of it as a 


“growing menace.** Secretary Mar­ 
shall tells of cold-blooded ’aid to 
guerrillas 
in 
Greece 
by 
Soviet 
satellites, and he mentions the sub­ 
versive efforts 
in 
Italy and 
in 
Scandinavian countries. 
Might Threaten Military Action 
It would appear that such aggres­ 
sion. if it is to be checked at all, 
might better be checked by de­ 
manding a cessation at once under 
penalty of military action. Such a 
statement need not be given in 
public, but American ambassadors 
can be instructed to tell America s 
purposes without the fanfare of 
publicity, lf such steps are without 
result and no basis for a final effort 
for an over-all understanding is 
discernible, then a public announce­ 
ment of America’s association with 
the five-nation mutual - assistance 
pact can be made, together with a 
pledge to defend the territorial in­ 
tegrity and independence of Scan­ 
dinavian countries. 
Two world wars have now been 
fought to make the world safe for 
democracy. The democracies do not 
yet feel safe and peaceful recovery 
Is impeded by the presence of an­ 
other aggressor state 
The only 
language such a state is represent­ 
ed as accepting Is the language of 
physical force. Apparently the Tru­ 
man - Marshall Administration has 
failed in its diplomacy, and the 
American people now are confront­ 
ed unhappily with the effects of a 
confused diplomatic situation from 
which the only outcome is a show­ 
down that could mean war. 
The Administration’s course con­ 
sute of half-way measures. 
War 
can be avoided, but it will require 
fires and clear-cut action now. Con­ 
gress is ready to back up any 
program that means prevention of 
war and is ready to go to war if 
that is the only course left.

No Warrant For U. S. Acting 


As World Charitable Country 


•By SAMUEL B. PETTENGILL 


W hat is left of the American 
Merchant Marine belongs to Ameri­ 
ca, should be kept by America, and 
should be operated by Americans 
earning American commerce. 
Twice in one generation we have 
been caught short on shipping and 
have had to build a fleet under the 
costly pressures of war. It is known 
that Hitler believed he could win 
the war before America’s might 
would be felt in Europe. Many be­ 
lieved th at if we had had an ade­ 
quate cargo fleet in 1939, Hitler 
might not have challenged England 
and France and there would have 
been no war. 
If we have to fight again—which 
God forbid—we will need a modern, 
adequate Merchant Marine in order 
to do our fighting far from our 
shores. 
We have already sold or trans­ 
ferred nearly 1,000 ships of our war­ 
time fleet to foreign governments 
and foreign nationals. Having done 
so, it is astonishing th at the State 
Department draft of the Marshall 
Plan proposed to sell or transfer 
from 200 to 500 more of our ships 
to foreigners as an act of interna­ 
tional benevolence. I say “benevo­ 
lence’’ for this reason. Much of 
the Marshall Plan is defended on 
the ground that it will benefit us 
economically by preventing a Euro­ 
pean collapse, and militarily by 
strengthening our defenses. But the 
transfer of more ships would weak­ 
en us both economically and mili­ 
tarily. 
It would weaken national 
defense below the point considered 
safe by the President’s Advisory 
Committee cm the Merchant Ma­ 
rine. There is no warrant in the 
Constitution for the United States 
to act as a nintemational charitable 
organization. 
Senate Strikes It Oat 
The Senate has struck out this 
provision, and it is hoped the House 


will concur in their action. 
Tile State Department’s proposal 
would by-pass the Maritime Com­ 
mission. It would transfer more of 
our ships to unstable governments. 
It would throw some 20.000 Ameri­ 
can seamen and repairmen out of 
Work. 
It would take America back to a 
situation comparable to 1939 when 
only 30 per cent of our commerce 
moved in American ships. This is 
a strange position for the No. I 
World Power to voluntarily reduce 
itself to. 
It was proposed at a time when 
these 16 nations are engaged in 
ship-building programs that will 
result by 1951 in total tonnage 
exceeding their pre-war fleets. These 
nations plan to build 15,000.000 tons. 
By 1951, they will have 55,000.000 
tons or 7,000,000 more tons than 
prewar. 
Should Keep Shipping 
It would finance our international 
maritime competitors still further 
when they already enjoy wage dif­ 
ferentials in ship construction and 
operation. 
Only Will Rogers could properly 
characterize this proposal. He said: 
“We never lost a war, or won a 
peace conference." 
We should keep our ships under 
our own flag. 
As General MacArthur says: "We 
must not sap our national strength 
to the point of*Jeopardy to our own 
security." 
It is, indeed, a strange mood that 
has come over this country. 
As 
Secretary Marshall said last week, 
it 
approaches 
national 
hysteria. 
Under it, many seem to think that 
to give America away is the highest 
proof of patriotism. If the Inter­ 
national situation is as grave as it 
appears, one may well ask if some 
of our billions of dollars might not 
be better spent on American na­ 
tional defense. 


Alarm! Alarm!

HE RECORD ought to be kept 
very straight in these days of 
alarms and excitements. An 
historical error can never be 
corrected; it sets up a chain of 
events which moves in the direction 
set by the error until it wears it­ 
self out, or is diverted by other 
events or is stopped by force. 
Among a free people, those who 
participated in the errors must be 
held responsible for them. It may 
be pleasant for those who built 
reputations and made p o l i t i c a l 
profit by making mistakes to have 
us forget what they did and said 
when the going was smooth. How­ 
ever, now that their mistakes are 
being uncovered, they shout, “Stop 
Thief!’’ We have to assume that 
those who supported 
Roosevelt's 
policy at Teheran and Yalta and 
Trum ans policy at Potsdam, and 
such trivia as Dumbarton Oaks and 
Bretton Woods, are responsible for 
our present misfortunes. It will 
avail them nothing, for they face 
the facts of their own incompet­ 
ence. There is no longer any cover­ 
up. 


T h e ref ore, w h e n J i m m y 
Byrne* or George Marshall or 
Averah Harriman gets terribly 
excited about the evils of the 
Russians, I challenge them to 
deny the charge that they were 
accessories 
before the event, 
that they condoned In advance 
the rape of European civiliza­ 
tion by stalin, that Franklin 
D. R o o s e v e l t and Winston 
Churchill, in advance, consent­ 
ed to the despoliation of our 
allies and the countries we 
. liberated. At Potsdam. President 
Truman Joined in these opera­ 
tions. 


Now. were these men and others 
to confess their sins, were they 
to assume moral responsibility for 
what they did. even if they pleaded 
ignorance, it would be possible to 
forgive 
them 
while 
pitying 
the 
country that fell into their hands. 


But when they deliberately re­ 
verse themselves and, shouting 
louder than anyone else, de­ 
mand a oar to correct their 
errors, we must say to them 
that if it is another war they 
managed to get for us. we may 
have no alternative bat to offer 
oar sons as sacrifices, but we 
want better, more competent 
and more truthful managers. 
We cannot trust those who lied 
to ms.

A Flair For Essentials 
A friend of mine once wrote a 
story about a chap who sat in on 
conferences that often 
presented 
puzzling problems. He was an ad­ 
vertising man. After much discus­ 
sion had been going on. this chap 
would suggest what he deemed the 
“Obvious’’ course to take — and 
usually it was the right one. the 
one that had been overlooked! 
The simplest solution is always 
the best solution, for it is the one 
that usually* contains the essential 
principles. We waste great quanti­ 
ties ot energy by not having what 
I would term as a flair for es­ 
sentials. 
Benjamin Franklin early sought 
our these essentials*as a guide to­ 
ward moral improvement. He would 
write down what he considered 
these to be and then, at the close 
of each day, would have a self- 
examination to see how he had 
progressed. Henry D. Thoreau had 
the same idea. but he looked into 
Nature tor his guide. Said he: “Such 
is beauty ever. neither here nor 
there, now nor then, neither In 
Rome nor rn Athens, but wherever 
there is a soul to admire it." 
Life is easily complicated. In fact 
it is \ery simple. A flair for the 
essentials would solve so much of 
the unhappiness and confusion that 
exist in so many minds. The late 
E. W. J Ed i Howe once wrote a lit­ 
tle essay stating that success was 
easier than failure. And the late 
Elbert Hubbard once wrote: Do the 
best that you can. and be kind.’* 
Bo»h had a flair for the essentials 
that gave to them a workable phil­ 
osophy of life. 
Jesus had this flair. “Love thy 
neighbor as thyself.” he said. And 
again, in 
“The Sermon 
on 
the 
Mount.” what a ‘program for a 
happy life! And in The Golden 
Rule, what a text for a peaceful 
world' No contrived phrase of man 
can equal it as a practical solu­ 
tion for the ills of mankind. All so­ 
called “Charters” sink into oblivion 
beside it, as a prat Heal. workable 
basis for permanent peace and good 
will in the world. 
Those who live longest, and hap­ 
piest, are those who live simplest. 
And usually the best solution to 
any problem is the simplest one. 
not the complicated one. Lincoln 
had this flair, and often won his 
cases in court through the telling 
of a simple story that drove his 
argument home.

Tay lor and his wife and three 
other occupants of the plane were 
to a hospital tonight with injuries. 
He is the chief United States coun­ 
sel for the Nuernberg war crimes 
trials. 
One of the injured, a member of 
the plane’s crew, was in a critical 
condition. All nine who made the

shock 
and 
bruises in their rainswept and wind- j 
blown descent which carried them 
into the French and Russian occu­ 
pation sectors of Berlin.

Two of the aircraft’s 11 occupants, 
the pilot and co-pilot, remained 
with the plane. They made a safe 
emergency landing at the RAF’s

Mrs. Tay lor said she was “half 
pushed and half-jumped” as one of 
the plane’s two engines failed. She 
landed on a roof in the French sec­ 
tor and skidded to the ground. She

Tay lor, of Chevy Chase, Md., suf­ 
fered a back injury . Doctors said 
he would be laid up for about four 
week.

The time-o ld custo m o f ham fo r 
i&ster feasts has lo st no ne o f its 
traditio n to day . It’s still the fav o r­ 
ite meat and will be the center o f 
Interast o n tables co ast-to -co ast this 
Easter! 
It wo uld be interesting to peek, 
in o n all the hams and see ho w j 
they ’re garnished—so me elbao rately 
trimmed.o thers simply so , but all 
masterpieces in their o wn right, 
lo o king as tho ugh the Easter Bun­ 
ny had a to uch in the creatio n. 
Altho ugh elegant lo o king and de­ 
licio us to taste, ham is nev ertheless j 
v ery easy to prepare, requiring little ' 
effo rt o n the part o f the chief co o k.

The beautiful glaze is the artistic 
to uch, and a secret to remember is 
that o f po uring o ff the drippings 
befo re to pping the ham with the 
glaze. Then as glaze runs into the 
pan it will no t beco me o v er-diluted 
with fat which wo uld prev ent it 
fro m sticking to the ham as jmu 
dipped it up and o v er the meatj 
again and again.

Ano ther secret fo r beautiful glaz-i 
Ing is to do it at the same lo wi 
temperature 
(325 degrees F.) 
at 
which y o u co o k the ham. Then it 
will be the kind o f glaze that 
*‘slo wly put o n . . . will stay o n!” 
Hams are plentiful no w. Fo r a 
feast with eight o r mo re guests y o u 
can buy a smo ked ham which states 


right o n the wrapper “ co o k befo re 
eating” , o r y o u can buy a co o ked 
o ne that states plainly “ ready to , 
eat” with directio ns right o n the. 
wrapper fo r heating and glazing. 
Of co urse the real treat fo r ease 
in preparatio n wo uld be the bo ne-. 
less all-ready -to -eat ham. No t a bit > 
o f waste. And remember, to o , that 
the shank o r butt halv es are go o d 
buy s fo r the 4-5 member family , j 
The shank half o r end alway s co sts | 
a few cents less per po und than the | 
butt half, y et carv es mo re easily and 
has less bo ne. 
So , here’s Happy Easter to y o u— 
with directio ns fo r co o king y o ur 
fav o rite meat! 


BROWN SUGAR GLAZED HAM 
WITH EASTER EGGS 
Bake half ham acco rding to direc­ 
tio n belo w. Bro wn sugar glaze adds 
a delightful finish. Use 1 cup bro wn 
sugar to ^ cup co rn sy rup and 
spo o n o v er the ham until it's go lden 
bro wn. Use wax y green leav es To ng- 
side and to p them with these in­ 
teresting Easter Eggs—so easy to 
make and so pretty ! 
First, shell 
hard co o ked eggs, then dip them 
into fo o d co lo ring. Clev er trick is 
to prepare 3 tea cups o f fo o d co lo r­ 
ing—o ne peach, o ne lemo n, and o ne 
turquo ise.

mg for years, though that activity 
ha.'! been obscured by his song- 
writing, a more lucrative enterp rise.

Mr. Mercer 
and Mis.s Shore are required to give 
tongue to some of the most ridicul­ 
ous jive talk I ever heard. Miss 
Shore is forced, conceivably a t the 
p oint of a gun, to simp er Uk e a 
fourteen-year-old school girl and 
Mr. Mercer, an intelligent adult, is 
made to utter noises which most 
teen-agers of my acquaintance out­ 
grew in the sixth grade. This sort 
of thing, 1 imagine, is aimed at the 
juk ebox set and—I’m just guessing 
here—is written by men with one 
foot into middle age. All I can say 
is that they are insulting the in­ 
telligence of the teen-agers. Jive 
talk is not exactly deathless p rose 
but the real thing is a lot better 
than this. These writers ought to 
get out of the Brown Derby some 
night and do a little research near 
a juk ebox.

Th e fath er-in-law, James W. An­ 
drews, 73, 109 Arch Street, was 
q uoted by police as say ing h e was 
sh owing th e .38 caliber CJolt auto­ 
matic pistol to h is son 
Mrs. An­ 
drews’ h usband in an up^airs rcx im 
at th e Arch Street h ome wh en it 
was accidentally disch arged. 
Police said th e slug passed th rough 
th e wooden floor and plaster ceiling 
and struck th e victim as sh e sat in 
a ch air in th e front living room 
waiting for h er h usband to take h er 
h ome. 
Th e fath er-in-law told police, 
th ey said, th at h e h ad just come in 
from work at th e Embassy Th eater 
and took h is son upstairs to give 
h im th e pistol, wh ich h as been in 
th e family for th e past 30 y ears 
Police said Andrews told th em h e 
alway s kept th e pistol and th e 
cartridge clip separated to avoid 
accidents. 
Police said th e victim’s moth er- 
in-law was in th e room with h er 
wh en th e bullet was fired. Accord­ 
ing to Mrs. Andrews, th e victim 
slumped forward in th e ch air and 
murmered, “I’ve been sh ot.” 
At police h eadq uarters, wh ere Mr. 
Andrews was q uestioned by De­ 
tective Th omas J. See, h e told 
auth orities th at h e arrived h ome 
from work earlier th an usual as th e 
result of getting a ride in a friend’s 
car. 
Th e victim and h er h usband, wh o 
h ad been visiting Mrs. Andrews, 
were at th e front door ready to 
leave. Detective See q uoted Andrews 
as say ing, wh en h e arrived. 
Andrews told police, th ey said, 
th at h e h ad promised to give h is 
son th e pistol sometime ago, and 
wh en h e found h im visiting last 
nigh t invited h im upstairs to get 
th e weapwi from a dedar ch est 
wh ere h e kept it. 
After removing th e pistol from 
th e ch est, police said, Andrews 
pointed it to th e floor and pulled 
th e trigger to be sure th at it was 
empty .

Th ey 
q uoted Andrews as say ing th e wea­ 
pon h ad not been fired in more 
th an five y ears.

20 Orchard Street. 
The Court cited. T h is case la 
the result of a family dispute among 
children of Richard Weigand. Six 
of the children brought suit against 
their sister. Theresa Shines, her 
husband. Calvin Shipes. her daugh­ 
ter 
Elisabeth 
Fisher, and also 
against Abe Feldstein. the purchas­ 
er of certain property from her. 
Taking the three transactions sep­ 
arately. the Court opinion states in 
part. T h e bill alleges the property 
at 20 Orchard Street was purchas­ 
ed by Elizabeth Jane Fisher, daugh­ 
ter of Theresa Shipe. with money 
belonging to the Mattress Factory 
business and wrongfully obtained by 
her, and also alleged that she had 
caused to be placed in her name the 
bank account of the Mattress Fac­ 
tory and used its funds for the ben­ 
efit of herself and her parents. 
'There is no evidence whatever 
to sustain either of these allega­ 
tions.” the Court ruled. 
"Richard Weigand knew of the 
purchase by her and lived there 
with the Shipes for several years 
before his death. He did not ques­ 
tion the propriety of its purchase in 
her name in 1944 nor thereafter up 
to the time of his death in 1947 
So far as this transaction was 
concerned, the Court dismissed the 
Mil of complaint against 
Eliza­ 
beth Jane Fisher. 
In the second transaction it was 
shown that Richard Weigand was 
financially involved in 1942 and that 
various members of the family pool­ 
ed their funds and agreed on an 
arrangement to purchase the ma­ 
chinery and equipment of the Mat­ 
tress Factory and property at 18 
Orchard Street. 
The Court upheld this transaction 
and said the property had been pur­ 
chased in the name of Theresa 
Shipe as trustee for the family. Up 
to the time of Richard Weigand's 
death he did not question disposi­ 
tion of rents collected by Mrs. 
Shipes. so the Court found that 
she must account for rentals col­ 
lected only for the time since the 
death.

Across the nation's soft coal fields 
in IO states, it was evident, officials 
said, that at least 350.000 of the 
country’s 400.000 soft coal miners 
have Joined the “pension paralysis 
parade, supporting Lewis’s demands 
for $ 1 0 0 per month pensions for 
miners who have worked 2 0 years 
and are 65 years of age. 
In Cumberland, spokesmen for 
the Celanese, Kelly-Springfleld Tire 
plant and the Potomac Edison Com 
pany. largest industrial users of 
soft coal. said there is about 60 days 
supply on hand, perhaps a little 
more. Local retail dealers are re­ 
ceiving their last shipments, said 
truckers who haul from the mines 
are accepting no orders and many 
are idle. 
Hauling Last Coal 
Th* Western Maryland Railway 
here, which normally moves 750 to 
800 cars of coal per day was down 
to 150 cars yesterday, some at which 
was the last coal mined in some 
workings. A couple of strip opera­ 
tions are working, but generally, 
railroad officials said, th* mines 
are idle. 
The Baltimore and Ohio Railroad 
and other coal-hauling lines are 
feeling the pinch.
